T h a t th e Franklin township con­ 
solidated school a t Cashtown has 
been closed since Wednesday after-- 
noon at the order of Dr T. C. Mil­ 
ler, Abbottstown, recently appoint­ 
ed county medical inspector, and 
(Miss Sylvia K Johnson, state nurse 
in Adams county, became known to 
m em bers of the township school 
board Thursday evening.

Investigations disclosed that the 
school had been closed at the direc­ 
tion of the health officials in order 
to check the spread and to eradi­ 
cate an epidemic of scabies, a skin 
disease better known as the “itch," 
among the pupils. 
IO Per Cent Infected 
Ward C. Houck, principal of the 
school, said today that there are 
265 pupils enrolled there and that 
Doctor Miller and Miss Johnson had 
found that about IO per cent of them 
were infected with the disease. 
At 3:45 o'clock Wednesday after­ 
noon, the regular closing hour for 
the school session, the children were 
sent home with instructions not to 
return until Monday morning when 
each must carry a doctor’s certifi­ 
cate of good health before he or she 
would be admitted.
